MORE points for a win and cash in- 
centives for goals, These are the two 
basic principles that emerge from the 
scheme of sponsorship laid down by 
Jimny Hill, 

To encourage attacking football the 
points system in both divisions of the 
league has been changed so that. three 
points sre awarded for a win and only 
one for a draw. 

There will be weekly awards for goals. 
If a club wins a match by three clear 
goals — i.c. 4—1, 3—0, — it will be paid 
a: bonus of £40 ard £25 in the Second 
Division. Similar awards will apply to 
the three highest scoring clubs who do 
not receive a cash prize for finishing first, 
second or third in their. respective 
divisions. 

A sportsmanship pool is to be formed. 
Teams will lose four points if a player 
is sent off, and one if he be cautioned. 
If a team loses eight points or more in 
the course of a season, it will not qualify 


the Sportsmanship Pool. 


for a share of the Sportsmanship Pool. 
Teams who qualify for the Pool will 
receive a pro rata share of the Pool 
according to the number of points lost. 

if the scheme had been in operation 
Jast year neither Wokingham or Maiden- 
head would have qualified for any of 
Wokingham 
had 14 cautions and one player sent off. 

The highest scorers in the First Divi- 


sion will receive £300, the second £200, 


and third £100. The figures for the 
Second Division are £150, £100 and £50 
respectively, 

Referee fees are also to be increased 
fo £8 per match in the First Division 
only. £4 of this fee will be paid by the 
club and the rest by the sponsor. 

There is also a big cash incentive to 
finish in the top three of the league. 
Division One winners will pick up £1,000 
in cash and the second £500 and third 
£300. The figures for the Second Divi- 
sion are £250 and £150 respectively 


However, if the team finishing first, 
second or third loses eight disciplinary 
points on the scale set out, then it will 
not qualify for one of these prizes. The 
money instead will go towards increasing 
the Sportsmanship Pool in its Division. 

The sponsorship budget is as follows. 
Goal incentives {weekly awards) £5,160, 
Goals incentives (season awards) £900, 
Sportsmanship. Pool £3,000, Referees 
Kees £2,000, Incentives to win the league 
£2,700, Administration costs £2,675,
